the losses they have been suffering 
through selling their cotton in 
the 
seed.

lose!- enough money 
each year to 
y his taxes by selling 
his cotton in the seed rather than in 
the lint, was the statem ent of H. C. 
H ensley, of the Missouri College 
of

ject of “ Ijosses From Selling Cotton 
in the Seed” at each of the m eetings. 
The average losses to cotton produc­ 
ers in Oklahoma in 1913-14, through 
stdling cotton in the seed rather than 
in the lint, amounted to $6.06 
per 
bale according to an exhaustive sur­ 
vey conducted by the U. S. D epart­ 
ment of Agriculture, it was pointed 
out. 
Since 
cotton 
prices 
are now 
double that of 1913-14 it is reasonable 
to suppose that the losses to the farm ­ 
ers through selling in the seed would 
be double or at least amount to $10.00 
per bale < n all Missouri cotton sold 
in the seed. 
On the basis of the July 
Government crop report the Missouri 
coton 
yield 
is 
forecast at 260,000 
bales. 
It is conservatively estim ated 
that 75 per cent of the Missouri crop 
is sold in the seed which, if true, this 
year would menu that 195,000 bales 
would be sold in the seed and at a loss 
o f '$10 per bale would amount to $1,- 
950,000, which farm ers 
would 
lose 
through follow ing a practice that the 
south na;; long ago discarded. 
The winner, who received the high­ 
est grade in the county cotton grad­ 
ing contests, will be presented a $10 
gold p|pce by the First National Bank 
of Caruthersville, according to Floyd 
Barnhart, teacher of Vocational A gri­ 
culture at Caruthersville, who * was 
chairman of the com m ittee on awards.

Prof. Eugene Van Cleef of Ohio 
State university In an article In the 
Radio Magazine says that the weather 
affects radio reception. 
"It seemed that with broadcasting 
and receiving stations oftentimes 500 
to 1,000 miles apart," he declares, “the 
local weather conditions at the receiv­ 
ing stations could not have much influ­ 
ence on reception, unless the same 
conditions prevailed over all the conn 
try between the two stations 
Such 
uniformity Is not common. 
Therefore, 
to ascribe poor receptivity to local 
weather could 
not be an 
accurate 
analysis. 
Furthermore, It was true 
that occasionally when the weather 
was ‘bad,’ reception was good, although 
the association of the two facts at 
such times was overlooked. 
Result of Observations. 
‘T he situation led to an Investiga­ 
tion which has thus far revealed some 
striking conclusions. 
It seems that 
since broadcasting Involves the trans 
mission of electro-magnetic waves, s 
wave motion transverse In type, there 
might be a definite relation between 
such transmission and the circulation 
of air In high and low* pressures. 
Ob 
•ervatlons were made to determine 
whether any such relationship might 
exist, or whether there could be a re 
lation between the streng th and clarltv 
of the reception and the arran g em en ts 
of Isobars. 
A five-tube neutrodyne set 
was used,

about 125 feet long.

east-southwest and about 30 feet from 
the ground."

'building or a residence is to be erect­ 
ed, the employment of an architect is 
not only 
highly 
desirable, but will 
more than save the owner the cost of 
the architect’s service, because 
he 
will make the proper layout and de­ 
sign, and specify the

suitable 
materials to be used in that particu­ 
lar building. 
Proper design prevents

Prof. Eugene Van Cleef of Ohio 
Stata university In an article in the 
Radio Magazine says that the weather j 
affects radio reception. 
"It seemed that with broadcasting j 
and receiving etattona oftentlmea 500 
to 1,000 milea apart," he declares, "the 
local weather conditions at the recelv 
fng stations could not have much Influ­

uniformity la not common.

to ascribe poor receptivity to local 
weather could not he an 
accurate 
analysts. 
Furthermore. It waa true 
that occasionally’ when the weather 
waa 'bad.' reception waa good, although 
tba aaaoetation of the two facta at 
such time« was overlooked.

"The situation led to an Investiga­ 
tion which baa thus far revealed some 
striking conclusions. 
It seems that 
alnca broadcasting involves the trans 
mission of electro magnetic wavea. a 
wave motion transverse In type, there 
might be a definite relation between 
such transmission and the circulation 
of air in high and low pressures.

which usually comes between July 15 
.and August 15. and the stage when the 
leaves begin to turn yellow, some four 
to alx week* later," any* C. J. W il­ 
lard, of the Ohio experiment station. 
"Yield, ease of curing and quality of 
hay will mainly determ ine the time to 
cut.
